N e w Y o r k , S eptem ber 24th.—T h e O tta­ 
w a special to th e World, concerning th e al­ 
leged treaty agreed u p o n 
betw een the 
U n ited S tates and C anada, gives th e follow ­ 
ing as its ch ief features : 
“ A m ong the 
im p o rtan t m atters settled is th e fishery 
q u estion. 
T h e settlem en t now m ad e p ro ­ 
vides th a t th e w aters o f all th e C anadian 
coasts, bays an d harbors sh all be forever 
open to A m ericans, w ho are to enjoy the 
sam e lib erty an d p u rsu its of h ap p in ess as 
are enjoyed by 1’ritish subjects them selves. 
D rying up an d curing u p o n coasts, w ith in 
harb o rs or along creeks, is p erm itted w h er­ 
ever B ritish subjects are n o t previously in 
possession or occupying th e lan d . 
O n"the 
o th e r h an d , in regard to reciprocal rela­ 
tions, it am o u n ts to a free exchange of 
com m erce. 
As has been decided upon, 
sugars, teas, coffees, ag ricu ltu ral im p le­ 
m ents, cotton goods—w hen m anufactured 
—cott in an d cotton clothes of all k in d s, as 
well as w oolen goods m an u factu red or in 
th e raw , are to be ad m itted in to both co u n ­ 
tries free of d u ty . A g ricu ltu ral im plem ents, 
salt, raisins, oils of all k inds,"gypsum , 
m arble, iron and steel, in tlie ore or m a n u ­ 
factured, as w ell as ores of all m ineials, an d 
seeds, are also adm itted . 
L um ber, w hen 
n o t saw ed or hew ed, as w ell as all farm ing 
im p lem en ts an d household goods, w ill be 
ad m itted in to eith er co u n try free o f d u ty . 
Boots and shoes w ill also be n o n -d u tiab le.” 


PRESS COMMENTS. 


N ew Y o r k , Septem ber 2 4 tli.—T h e Com­ 
mercial says, editorially, oí th e new treaty 
w ith C anada, telegraphed th is m o rn in g : 
" So far as we m ay ju d g e from th e su m ­ 
m ary now pu b lish ed , the treaty is calcu­ 
lated to rem ove ex istin g evils an d benefit 
bo th parties to th e tran sactio n . It gives the 
seafaring m en o f th e N ew E n g lan d coast 
privileges th ey desire an d dem and. 
It re­ 
m oves th e 
in tern al 
dissensions 
w hich 
th reaten to d isintegrate C anada as a con­ 
federacy, a n d it w ill greatly h elp trad e on 
both sides o f th e border by rem oving pro­ 
tective d u ties on certain lines o f articles. 
In fact, by th is treat}’ th ere is v irtu ally as 
free trade betw een th e U nited S tates and 
C anada as now exists, u n d er th e C onstitu­ 
tion, am ong th e S tates an d T erritories of 
th e U nion. 
C om m ercially, th e treaty, if 
ratified, w ill m ak e C anada essentially a 
p art of th e U n ited S tates.” 


FISHERMEN DENOUNCE IT. 
N ew Y o rk , S eptem ber 24th.—T h e Post's 
special from G loucester, Mass., sa y s: T h e 
term s of th e rep o rted new reciprocity treaty 
w ith C anada has caused th e u tm o st in d ig ­ 
n atio n am ong th e fishery in d u stry of G lou­ 
cester, and D em ocrats au d R epublicans 
alik e u n ite in d en o u n cin g it. 
In conversa­ 
tion w ith a reporter, one o f th e largest fish 
dealers sa id : 
“ T h e new treaty m eans 
n o th in g b u t reciprocity in fish. 
If such a 
treaty sh o u ld be ratified th e fishing in d u s­ 
try o f th e co u n try w ouid be ru in ed and 
transferred to C anada. 
T h is is ju st w h at 
th e G loncester fisherm en have been fighting 
against. R eciprocity in fish m eans a gradual 
decadence o f th e fishing business in the 
U nited S tates.” 


THE WHOLE THING DENIED. 
N ew Y o r k , S eptem ber 24th.—A W ash ­ 
in g to n special to th e Post s a y s : 
“ The 
treaty w ith C anada, w hich com es in an 
< ittaw a dispatch o f th e 23d, lias n o fo u n d a­ 
tion in fact, so far as th e alleged facts are 
stated to have been su b m itted to P resident 
C leveland an.d Secretary B ayard an d agreed 
u p o n . 
No negotiations for an y treaty w ith 
G reat B ritain, on th e p art of th e U nited 
States, h av e been entered upon since th e 
C onvention, th e results of w hich w ere laid 
before th e S enate a t its last session, and 
w ere left unacted on. 
I t is' w ith in th e lim ­ 
its o f possibility, A ssistan t S ecretary of 
S tate P o rter says, th a t a project lo r th e sug­ 
gested C onvention am en d ato ry of th e treaty 
o f 1818. m ay h ave been forw arded by the 
B ritish C ulonial Office to th e C anadian 
M inister for suggestions, b u t n o credence 
is attached to th e statem en t p u rp o rtin g to 
give th e tex t o f its provisions.” 


ANOTHER DENIAL.

intelligence regarding a new treaty.

C h ic a g o , S eptem ber 24th.—P earson and 
M cChesney, o f th e Live Stock C om m ission, 
w hich lias been investigating th e p leu ro ­ 
p n eu m o n ia in th is city for th e p ast th ree or 
four days, had a consultation th is forenoon 
w ith th e officials of th e Stock Y ard s Com ­ 
pany. 
It was learned th a t the conclusion 
reached was th a t beef th at passed th e proper 
inspection, and th a t was pronounced not to 
be diseased, m ig h t be sold. T h e Live Stock 
C om m ission in tim ates th a t it fully expects 
th a t w ith in a week a q u aran tin e against 
C hicago b eef w ill be declared bv Iow a and 
W isconsin ; an d th a t som e such action is 
contem plated, is evident by th e presence in 
th is city of Live Stock officials o f th e States 
n am ed . Pearson said, in answ er to a qu es­ 
tion as to w hat w ould be done w ith the 
cattle : 
“ W e in tend to h ave every one of 
th em slaughtered, an d w ill m ak e separate 
inspection of th e lungs of th e an im als. 
T hose w hose organs show signs of p leu ro ­ 
p n eu m o n ia w ill be bu rn ed up, b u t the 
o th ers will be sold for beef for w hatever is 
bid for th em ." 


WORK OK THE GOVERNMENT AGENT. 


W a s h in g t o n , S eptem ber 24th.— C om m is­ 
sioner Colem an, o f th e D epartm ent o f A gri­ 
cu ltu re, w ho sent D r. S alm on, o f the 
B ureau o f A n im al In d u stry , to Chicago to 
ascertain if th e disease th a t had bro k en out 
th ere w as pleu ro -p n eu m o n ia, received by 
telegram 
to-day th e 
follow ing r e p o rt: 
“ T h ere is n o do u b t th a t the cattle disease 
is pleuro-pneum onia. 
T h e au th o rities find 
m u ch difficulty in d ealin g w ith it. 
Som e 
$175,000 w orth o f cattle are to be slau g h ­ 
tered, an d less th an $50,000 is available of 
th e S tate app ro p riatio n . 
The D epartm ent 
can n o t pay for diseased cattle here, because 
th e S tate law requires th e ir slau g h ter w ith ­ 
o u t com pensation. 
I h ave offered, for the 
D epartm ent, to 
m eet 
the expenses o f 
slaughtering, 
except 
com pensation 
to 
ow ners for disinfecting, an d also to m ak e 
an inspection o f th e suspected district. Do 
you approve o f ivbat I have do n e? 
T he 
S tate C om m ission is now arran g in g the 
d etails o f th e slau g h ter.” 
C om m issioner 
C olem an sent th e follow ing reply : “ T ele­ 
gram received, and y o u r action approved. 
Y ou are also au thorized to tak e a n y steps 
deem ed necessary an d expedient to still 
fn rth er confirm y o u r diagnosis an d fully 
establish th a t th e disease is pleuro-pneu­ 
m o n ia.”

M illie s a y s : “ H ow to predict earth q u ak es 
and how to escape from th eir dangers are 
problem s w hich, if they can he solved, are 
of extrem e interest to th e w orld at laig e.” 
W hile it appears to be extrem ely im p ro b ­ 
able th a t earthquakes can be prevented— 
although it appears also th a t m an y ard en t 
students are p ursuing th at very im p o rtan t 
in q u iry , an d are already pressing th eir 
affirm ative view s upon th e G eological De­ 
p artm en t at W ash in g to n —still th ere is 
m uch less reason to doubt, th a t even if 
scientists can n o t in v ariab ly predict ea rth ­ 
quakes now , th a t it certainly w ill not be 
long before science w ill reveal such p re­ 
dictions to persistent in tellig en t research. 
T h is position m ay be safely assum ed upon 
th e basis o f th e sim ple fact th a t “ th ere is 
no effect w ith o u t a c a u se:” an d as the 
causes of earthquakes becom e b etter u n d er­ 
stood, and are m ore or less constantly oper­ 
ative in various parts of th e earth, so science 
w iil doubtless reveal w h at am o u n t ol forces 
are operating in such various p arts of the 
earth ; an d th e crust of the earth p resen t­ 
ing such and such ascertained features or 
geological conditions, so conclusions m ay 
be based w ith ap p ro x im ate accuracy re­ 
garding expected results at som e given 
tim e an d place. 
W h at is there in th e n atu re o f seis m o- 
graphical science to render it alo n e in ex ­ 
plicable? On th e contrary all n atu re is su b ­ 
servient to tb e m ind ol' m an , and th e re­ 
vealed “ w ord ” declares it is so ; n o t th at 
in dividually any one can m aster all crea­ 
tion, but as each receive diverse gifts, ac­ 
cording to th e skill w ith w hich we set o u r 
m inds to unravel them . 
T h e m arch ol intellect in seism ograph}’, 
or th e tru e inw ardness o f earthquak es, has 
been com paratively slow, b u t so it has w ith 
astronom y for m any centuries, and w hen 
philosophers began to tak e m ore rapid 
strides two o r three centuries ago, they 
w ere ridiculed as cranks an d m ade to re­ 
cant w h at w ere still to th em self-evident 
tru th s, and were soon acknow ledged to be 
such by th e w hole enlightened w orld. 
T hese w ell-know n experiences of th e stru 
gles o f science in all ages should m ak e 
us, w ith o u t being credulous, still, like 
good ju ry m e n or im p artial judges, ready 
to give a fair show to reasonable evidence, 
irrespective o f school, or literary or linan 
cial position. 
A n d we m ay w ell consider 
also th a t as great as skepticism alw ays ex­ 
ists totvards new tru th s, a n d n o m an w ith ­ 
out very strong faith w iil v oluntarily su b ­ 
ject h im self to ridicule, so I th in k we 
should deal ra th e r tenderly w ith those w ho 
have the courage to state th eir convictions, 
how ever startlin g they m ay appear to us. 
Now’, how ever W iggins’ predictions in 
th e fu tu re m ay tu rn out, h e lias evidently 
given liis m in’d to th e subjects be speaks 
upon for a long period, and as y o u re­ 
m ark on S aturday th a t tb e earth q u ak e in 
S outh C arolina “ all cam e out as he claim s 
th a t h e prophesied,” it is surely easy to 
ascertain w hether, as a m atter o f fact, be 
did m ake such prophesy a year and a half 
ago or thereabouts ; and if th a t is ad m it­ 
ted, bow then can w ell-know n scientists 
affirm th a t th ere is not a shadow ot dem o n ­ 
stration upon w hich W iggins can base his 
theories? 
T h e resu ltan t fact at C harleston 
seem s to be positive evidence o f th e cor­ 
rectness of his theory eighteen m o n th s ago. 
S cientists cannot afford to ignore tacts, 
how ever incredulous 
they 
m ay 
have 
been 
about W iggins’ th eo ry , u n til they 
w ere 
verified. 
T hey 
are 
sim ply 
aw ay 
behind 
him 
in 
the 
in q u iry 
if they railed to see the force of h is arg u ­ 
m ent, or th at tlie question adm its o f d em o n ­ 
stration. 
T h e probabilities are ra th e r th a t 
they failed to pay any attention to his 
theory, and have so allow ed tlie event to 
overtake them , and so tar as th ey are c ji l­ 
e e n led, w ith o u t th e slightest w arning. 
Now, if eighteen m onths ago tlie m atter 
h ad been taken fully into consideration, 
scientists m ight have adopted precisely the 
sam e conclusions that W iggins did, an d 
not a day then w ould have been lost for 
tak in g all such reasonable precautions to 
secure buildings as has been custom ary for 
years in San Francisco, and probably oth er 
civilized cities w hich have experienced 
earthquakes. 
It w as stated som e days ago 
th at m ost earthquake-proof buildings 
San Francisco w ould probably have w ith ­ 
stood sucli a shock as C harleston suffered 
so m uch from . 
It seem s m atter o f seri us 
regret, therefore, l h it such precautions 
were neglected at C harleston. 
A nd now again, if W iggins' theory that 
C alifornia south of th e latitu d e of W tuh- 
ington, as w ell as th e southern co ntinent of 
A m erica, w ill probably experience an earth 
quake in a few w eeks has any basis in science 
the 
sooner precautions to secure bu ild ­ 
ings are taken in h and the better. 
A nd it 
m ay be m ost u n fo rtu n ate th a t an incred­ 
ulous public ignored 
W iggins eighteen 
m onths ago, so th a t he was discouraged 
from m ak in g the announcem en t w hich 
the events a t C harleston.in accordance w ith 
his theory, h av e alm ost im pelled him now 
to m ake, a t the eleventh hour, of th e sim i­ 
lar conditions th a t w ill be attached 
to 
southern C alifornia, an d all th e so u th ­ 
w estern States of A m erica, in his ju d g ­ 
m ent, in th e course of a few 
weeks. 
S urely th e subject of earth q u ak es dem ands 
tbe fullest possible in q u iry o f scientists, 
and alm ost a n y incidental 
help 
from 
W iggins and others should be collated and 
carefully studied. 
It w ould seem as if th e G overnm ent had 
been far too rem iss in tim es past in not o r­ 
dering such a full in q u iry to be m ade. T be 
researches of Professor M ilne, of Japan, 
excellent as they are, do n o t seetu to go far 
en o u g h ; but, "am ongst 
other 
valuable 
points, he show s th a t the chain o f m o u n t­ 
ains in Ja p an invariably, or alm ost in v ari­ 
ably, proved th e lim it of earth q u ak e area ; 
therefore, th at earthquakes east or w est of 
th e range of m ountains did nol ex ten d be­ 
yond th e range, although each district wa3 
subject to its ow n earthquakes. 
It th a t theory or observation w as applied 
to C harleston, it w ould follow th a t no 
earth q u ak e in th e E astern States could 
ctoss th e R ocky m o u n ta in s; and, on the 
o th er hand, th a t no earthquake on th e P a­ 
cific coast could cross th e m ou n tain s and 
reach the E astern States, and yet Professor 
P ow ell is reported to h av e stated th a t 
th e 
C harleston 
earth q u ak e 
was 
con­ 
nected 
w ith 
disturbances 
in 
Asia, 
w hich crossed th e Pacific, and w ere felt in 
th e Y ellow stone region, and at least as far 
south as C harleston. 
S urely th a t assertion 
m ust be an error in fact, as well as theory, 
for if th e source o f th e earth q u ak e at 
C harleston was north and northw est of it 
in A m erica, th e shock w ould have been 
greater in th e N orth 
th an the South, 
w hereas we know th a t it was less, and 
there was no part o f th e Pacific States Jhat 
experienced it at all, w hich also accords 
w ith Professor M ilne's theory an d observa­ 
tion, that a range of m o u n tain s intervening 
is an effectual barrier. 
T he C harleston 
earthquake, as Prank I^slie's an d som e 
oth er papers have show n, was doubtless 
connected w ith th e disturbance in Greece, 
an d crossed th e A tlantic ocean. 
B u t the 
source m ay have been in m idocean, an d tb e 
track, especially near tb e A zore Islands, 
should be exam ined by navigators to note 
anv changes th at charts m ay require. 
I shall not enter upon th e subject of the 
prevention of earthquakes, altho u g h 
it 
seem s to have been pressed at W ashington, 
and has been presented here, by a M r. 
C ahill through th e colum ns o f th e A lta. It 
seem s too inconceivable th a t an y “ con­ 
denser,” o r o th er m ethod th a t roan m ay 
adopt, can prevent a necessary effort th a t 
ou r vast globe m av m ake for its ow n relief. 
On th e other hand, to attem p t to m ak e a 
vast channel equal to w hat natu re de­ 
m ands, w ould be alike puerile and im ­ 
potent. Such experim enters had better sink 
a coffer dam at tlie bottom of th e deepest 
part of th e ocean larger th an th e crater of 
any know n volcano, and excavate th e crust 
of the earth, an d as soon as th ey have 
found tb e m olten o r seething interior, let 
th e oceans drain into it an d p u t out the 
subterranean 
fires, and 
so 
an n ih ilate 
all 
source 
o f 
earthquakes. 
O nly 
th a t 
perhaps th e 
hidden 
fires w ould 
react upon th e ocean and tn m it in to one 
vast lava fountain, th at, falling in show ers 


over every co n tin en t an d island, w ould u t­ 
terly obliterate all life an d ren d er th is 
w orld a dead w orld, as we have reason to 
suppose th ere are oth er such dead w orlds 
in th e vast universe, 
if th e liottoin of the 
ocean should drop th ro u g h the crust of the 
earth, som e day, th en possibly th e final 
w ind-up m ay have com e, but we certainly 
do not w ant to hazard any attem p ts to con­ 
duct tlie ocean in to o u r steam -chest, and 
stan d th e explosion : n o r do we w ant to 
clo sed o w n th e safety-valves an y w h ere, or 
attem p t to stop n atu re's course in an y way, 
lest o n r tem erity m ay reap such a rew ard 
as m ay destroy all consciousness ot enjoy­ 
m en t. 
All th a t w e legitim ately m ay do is 
to ren d er o u r ow n position com paratively 
secure from th e d an g er o! earth q u ak es.

U pon th e coal be­ 
ing rem oved th e h an d k erch iefs w ere tak en 
out an d found to be w holly free from in ­ 
ju ry . 
T h e resu lt o f th e ex p erim en t so su r­ 
prised th e contractor th a t lie im m ed iately 
apologized to th e m en an d advanced th eir 
contract price to on e-h alf p er cent, a bushel 
m ore th an th e con tract calls far.

1‘rompt and U nadulterated Ju stice 
to Train AV rcck ers—The M ys­ 
teries o f F rontier 
T rading.

The goddess w ith ihe scales may som e­ 
times "go it blind'’ in Mexico, but she 
squanders no tim e in circumlocution with 
train wreckers. 
A case in point occurred 
u jt long ago near «¿ueretaro. W e were 
coming down toward the capital, when our 
train was stopped by another which had 
been throw n front the track by a gang of 
wreckers. 
As usual, the purpose of the 
miscreants was plunder, but the train m en 
end passengers had been too well armed, 
and a vigorous pistol lusillade frightened 
the robbers away. 
It was in a lonely spot, 
late in the afternoon, and far from any 
village; therefore—w hile one m an had 
been sent on foot to the nearest telegraph 
station to sum m on the soldiers, which the 
Government keeps at every town for the 
protection of trains—all hands were w ork­ 
ing with a w ill to get start, d before night­ 
fall, knowing th at if darkness overtook 
them before assistance arrived m ore serious 
trouble m ight be expected. Just as our 
train came steam ing up a squad of Mexican 
soldiers arrived in hot luiste, and every 
m ale passenger deserted the cars to assist 
in the pursuit. 
In less than half an hour they returned, 
having found the wreckers encamped not 
m ore than a m ile away, cooking their sup 
per as calmly as though nothing hail oc­ 
curred, and waiting for nightfall to renew 
the attack upon the train, w hich they sup­ 
posed was completely in their pow-er. The 
prisoners were hurried before the nearest 
Alcalde, 


TBIEI» IN ABOUT TEN MINUTES, 
Adjudged guilty and sentenced to beim m e- 
diately shot. 
I caught a glimpse of one of 
them as he wa3 led by the side of his cap­ 
tor. his arm s securely pinioned and a rope 
around his waist, being obliged to walk or 
run as fast as the soldier’s horse. Such a 
picture of fierce despair I hope never to see 
again. 
He was a young, vulgar-looking 
ruffian, half naked except for the inevitable 
blanket and broad sombrero slouched over 
his face, his burning eyes seeming to belong 
to some beast of prey, and his countenance 
livid with terror—knowing well the fate 
that awaited them . 
before the track was cleared and our 
train ready to start an om inous rattle of 
m usketry greeted our ears.

afterwards the Captain of the At ex ¡can 
squad rode up to the rear car, and bowing 
low to the ladits rem arked in Spanish, 
“ Señoritas, it is all right now (este bueno)-, 
you will not be troubled by any more 
ladronas (robbers) on this trip.” 
“ W hat have you done with the prison­ 
ers?” innocently inquired Betsy. 
The handsom e ollicer shrugged his shoul­ 
ders, and pointed toward a grove of mes- 
quit bushes, above which the smoke of 
discharged m usketry was still 
lloating. 
“ Good heavens.'” we cried in concert, 
“ von didn't mean that you have killed 
them ? 
And so soon ?” 
” *S(, Señoritas, ciertamente. And why not ? 
They were guilty,” naively replied the 
Mexican. 
There was no vexatious delay in the m at­ 
ter, no chance for breaking jail, nor bribing 
juries, and no expense to the State for the 
prisoners' keeping; but w ithin four hours 
after their attem pt to arrest the train they 
had been captured, tried and executed. 
And in ten m inutes more they would he 
buried where they fell, with no funeral 
bother, beyond that of the hungry coyotes, 
whose wails we knew would soon make 
night hideous in tuat locality. Like other 
newly-developed countries, Mexico has an 
elem ent which does not hesitate at 


WHOLESALE MURDER 
For the sake of plunder. The railroads 
have greatly dim inished the num ber of 
these banditti—not only by otl'ering safer 
m eans of transit than the old-time stage 
routes and bridle-paths, but by giving fair 
work and honest wages to thousands who 
were hitherto unemployed. 
Vet people 
still travel here with ** one eve open,' and 
w ithout that sense of security felt on the 
older railroads of the United States. 
Leaving Vera Cruz, in the tw ilight of an 
early m orning not long ago, Betsy and I 
were baiely seated in the car when a bullet 
came whizzing past our noses, penetrating 
the wall upon one side, and shivering the 
window 011 the other, but fortunately in ­ 
juring no one. W ho aimed it, and for what 
pur|>ose, none could tell. The train was 
immediately stopped, and all hands sallied 
forth in pursuit—but the would-be assassin 
was not found. 
A few weeks later we were on the Mex­ 
ican National Railroad, away down in the 
¡state of Michnacan, on the borders of a 
lake that is literally covered w ith wild 
ducks, cranes, herons and egrets, and in 
w hich water-snaki s of surprising size are 
said to abound. 
For a long distance the 
track run« close to the water’s edge, on a 
steep em bankm ent 
built-up 
to 
insure 
safety during tlie annual rainy season. 
It 
was after dark, a dreary rain was falling, 
and not a hum an habitation within scores 
of miles. 
We had been listeni' g to a 
series of blood-curdling talcs concerning 
serpents, wild beasts, and not less to-be- 
dreaded banditti, which are sometimes en­ 
countered in these solitudes—when sud­ 
denly the train stopped, with a tilt and a 
jar that sent everybody reeling. 
No one 
was hurt, however, and no serious damage 
done; but the intentions of the villains 
had been evil enough, tor rails had been 
lifted, and obstructions placed in such a 
wav that it seemed a miracle we were not 
pitched into the lake. 
Last spring, a northern-bound freight 
train on the Mexican Central road was 
ditched and robbed at Kilometer, in the 
State of Jalisco, by a company of sixty 
Mexican outlaws. 
Seven cars were thrown 
oil' the track, and all the train hands were 
robbed, 
stripped 
entirely 
naked, their 
hands tied behind their backs, and in that 
condition were obliged to walk to the 
nearest station, several m iles away. The 
carí were broken open and a large am ount 
of freight taken from them ; but though 
troops scoured the country in search of the 
robbers, they were never discovered. From 
a sim ilarity of operations it was supposed 
that this outrage was committed by

W hich last year rubbed a stage-coach in 
the State of Zacatecas. Besides the driver, 
this coach contained three men and one 
young lady—all Mexicans, belonging to 
the best families of C hihuahua. The out­ 
laws robbed them of all their arms, valu­ 
ables, and every particle of clothing, and 
in that condition permitted them to pro­ 
ceed, otherwise unharm ed, on their jo u r­ 
ney. The vouug lady—left as unadorned 
11- Mother live before the fall—at first 
fainted, then went into hysterics, and wept 
so copiously that the robbers relented so 
far as to give the passengers a sheet, which 
they used as a common lap-robe, to the 
nearest station. This is no fancy sketch, 
but an actual occurrence, not three thou­ 
sand mil.-s f-om New York, in the heart of 
a populous Eepublic! 
i.„. t.,c viovermuent lias wisely deter­ 
m ined to stop tbe-e outrages at any cost, 
and anybody caught at train-wrerkfng, or 
happening to be found inconveniently near 
where a tiaia has been ditched, had better 
say liis prayers forthw ith and prepare for 
eternity. 
On coming to Mexico the traveler will do 
better to open a credit in the United States, 
against which he can draw from tim e to 
tim e, through some well-established M exi­ 
can banking house, tlirn to buy a draft on 
Vera Cruz or the City of Mexico for the ex­ 
penses of his journey. The rate of ex­ 
change is largely in favor of the United 
States, es|X(ia!ly in drafts on New York. 
It has sometimes been as high as 20 per 
cent, and seldom le>s than fifteen—except 
tli.ring the tem porary scare produced by 
the W ard-Fish and other failures in New 
York a while ago, when for a few weeks 
it was almo--, impossible to get any Am eri­ 
can draft v ashed in Mexico. 
If the traveler 
ha- a b an k tr whose Mexican correspondent 
resides at the Capital, and he cannot draw 
till he reaches t ! ist point, he will have no 
dittSuiilry in exchanging Am erican " green­ 
backs” for Mexican m oney at nearly the 
current prem ium in Vera Cruz, and at not 
very much advance in the northern cities 
of 
Mexico.

Venice in Í170. 
Venire, though already great, was, in 
comparison w ith its after appearance, a 
m ere village, or rather a cluster of villages, 
straggling along the sides of each muddy, 
m arshy island, keeping the line of the 
broad and navigable waterway, in dots of 
buildings 
and 
groups 
of houses and 
churches, from the olive covered isle where 
San I’ietro, the first great church of the 
city, shone white among its trees, along the 
curve of the Canaluicio to the Rialto— 
Kive-Alto, what Mr. Iiuskin rails the deep 
stream, where the church of St. Giacomo, 
another central spot, stood, with its: group of 
dwellings round—no bridge then dreamed 
of, but 
a ferry 
connecting 
the 
two 
sides of the Grand C'anal. Already the stir 
of commerce was in the air. and the big 
sea-going galleys, with their high bul­ 
warks, lay at the lude wharfs, to take in 
outward-bound cargoes of salt, salt fish, 
wooden furniture, bowls and boxes of 
home manufacture, as well as the goods of 
northern nations, of which they were the 
carriers, and come back laden w ith the 
riches of the East—with wonderful tissues 
and carpets, and marbles and relies of the 
saints. The palace and its chapel, the 
shrine of San Marco, stood where they 
still stand, but there were no columns oil 
the Piazzatta, and the great Piazza was a 
piece c f waste ¡and belonging to the nuns 
at San Zacearía, which was. one m ight say, 
die parish church. 
Most probably this 
vacant space in the days of the first Orse- 
o'.o was little more than a waste of salt 
water grasses and sharp acrid plants like 
those that now flourish in such rough lux­ 
uriance on the Lido, with perhaps a tree or 
two here and there, a patch of cultivated 
ground. Such was the scene—very differ­ 
ent from the Venice of the earliest pictures, 
still m ore different from that we know. 
But already the lagoon was full of boats 
and the streets of commotion, and Venice 
grew like a young plant, like the quick 
spreading vegetation of her own warm, 
u*t marshes, day by day.— The Contempor­ 
ary Review. 


D ealing w ith T eax rs is E ngland.—Not 
a few citizens of the United ¡status hold the 
belief that the species “ tram p ” of the 
"genus hom o" is not only indigenous to 
this country, hut is confined to it.

Not to the 
chance and not over tender mercies of a 
police station, or the draughty and dog- 
haunted shelter o f a farmer's barn, is he 
compelled to trust when the early autum n 
frosts begin to render the gate of the field 
an insufficient protection from cold o’ 
nights. Then the "casual w ard” of the 
p o o r-house opens its doors to receive him . 
Wherever one of these m onum ents to the 
m uch enduring charity of the English na­ 
tion rears itself, he can claim a comforta­ 
ble bed of straw and a meal of honest 
bread in the morning. But tacked to these 
privileges which makes the lot of the Eng­ 
lish tram p such a happy one are three con­ 
ditions, the inevitable enforcement of which 
dlsliketh him . 
H e m ust take a hath, he 
m ust d’srard his natural raps and don a 
clean night robe, and he m ust break so 
m uch stone or pick such a quanity of 
oakum before he is free of the street again.

The W ools o f the S e a s o n —Outdoor 
G arm ents—D iverse F abrics— 
Septem ber Notes.

To m arry a coachman, as Schelling m ust 
acknowledge, is a crim e ; to desert him , a 
greater o n e; but to wear acoacbm an's coat 
is thought one of the prettiest things a 
young lady can do. 
It m ust be of smooth, 
colored cloth, chiefly tan, brown, dark or 
gray b lu e ; fitting closely, long, double­ 
breasted, and with turn over collar. These 
will be extremely popular this fall, and by 
means of heavier linings may be worn all 
winter. Other favorite jackets will he also 
tight fitting and donble-breasted, but short 
and of fancy cloths, diagonal, chevron, 
boucle, or sim ulated braid cloth, usually 
colored. 
The sm all 
velvet, plush and 
beaded m antles introduced last spring, will 
be stylish enough this season and new ones 
are m ade in the same way. 
F or winter 
wear, thick wool cloth with beaver hack, 
displays the new ideas prominent in wool 
for costnmes, such as sim ulated braids, 
chevron patterns, etc., colors, of course, 
corresponding. 


ABOUT WOOLEN GOODS. 
Wools are not only imported in great quan- 
¡ ties, but in very noticeable novelty of style. 
' Chevron wools are such as show diagonal 
weaviugs in all sizes, so set about as to pro­ 
duce singular results. Very broad (inch 
wide) diagonal stripes 
traverse half a 
breadth, meeting obliquely in the center, 
and a feature in m aking up will be the 
placing of this center in the center of 
hacks, in panels, etc. 
From such extrem e 
there are all gradations and variations in 
chevron stripes, m any being very fine, and 
set about in fancy squares as a diversifying 
elem ent in stripes. Ordinary diagonals in 
consequence come largely to the front, as 
likewise serges. The hair line striped wools 
of lust spring reappear this fall in heavier 
weight aud increased variety of colorings, 
and are additionally stylish by the fine 
twill between. Camel's haircloth is ren­ 
dered gay by narrow stripes, from which 
bright-colored hairs extend in porcupine 
quill style ; other wools display combina­ 
tions o f chevron weaving, bourette and 
boucle loops, as where a circle or square of 
chevron is surrounded by bourette dots, 
from which depend loops. A nother marked 
feature in wools are the sim ulated braid 
patterns. This is a very unique idea, and 
lias tbe effect of open work braid trim ­ 
mings, in greater or less num ber, set on the 
goods, but which, however, are woven in as 
part and parcel. 
One had best give free 
range to fancy here, since it would be im ­ 
possible to do justice to the m any different 
styles and widths, while unions of color 
come in at times as a completing element. 
F or the most part, the several features in 
wools just mentioned appear separately, 
but again they are united in fancitul ways. 


THE MIXTURE OK DIVERSE FABRICS 
In the same piece, as tim e goes on, grows 
more apparent, but almost without excep­ 
tion in stripes which take the place of bro­ 
cades. Stress has ulreadv been laid on this 
idea but it is so prom inent that some repe­ 
tition is not amiss, as well also, as m ention 
of quite new examples where plush is ar­ 
ranged in fancy ball patterns, forming 
stripes on wool. 
Very fine wool stripes in 
rich O riental hues alternate w ith plush 
or velvet, and there aro silken passe- 
m entrie 
cords, 
woven in 
fine 
wool, 
that 
have 
the 
appearance 
of 
being 
set on as trim m ings. 
Black and dark col­ 
ored beads swell the list of variety giving 
fancies ; quite fine and usually alternating 
in rows w ith some of the striped patterns 
just m entioned, although there are expen­ 
sive wools where bead work is set about in 
m athem atical 
or 
in terlacin g ' designs, 
to 
the 
exclusion 
of 
iloral 
figures. 
A part 
from 
unison 
of 
wool 
and 
velvet, 
in 
the 
same 
piece, 
special 
style will attach to costumes of plain wool 
made up w ith plain velvet. 
H ere the cor­ 
sage and drapery will be of the wool, wilh 
underskirt of velvet and sometimes, per­ 
haps, velvet sleeves. 
Wool velvets are 
among new importations, and are com­ 
bined with (rise stripes or bands set oil. 
There is always, however, a large class of 
conservative people who turn away from 
pronounced novelties, and for such there 
are the customary im portations of plain 
cashmeres; cloths, silks and velvets. Fash­ 
ionably made, such tim e-honored fabrics 
have quite as m uch prestige as anything, 
with tiie advantage of being always warm, 
and capable, therefore, of being remade 
upon occasion. 
MILLIN'! BY. 
Black heads set on wire w ith colored vel­ 
vet showing up from below— in other 
words, beaded bonnets lined with velvet— 
will be very fashionable, being an offshoot 
from theopen-w ork jet bonnets of the sum ­ 
mer. Braided felts are also a consequence 
of sum m er styles rather than anything 
original, and yet in some sense they are so, 
since felt arranged in braid patterns is 
really novel. Embroidered velvet bonnets 
are also extremely pretty novelties. 
In 
self-colored silk or silver threadings. Noth­ 
ing can be more chaste than this silver 
embroidery on black or dark-colored vel­ 
vet, and really suitable by its rich modera­ 
tion for all ages; cot too conspicuous for 
the elderlv ; dressy for the middle-aged nor 
inappropriate for the youthful. Silver finds 
its wav, too, among the charm ing silk- 
em broilered bonnets, and is here likewise, 
with modest gleaming, no small addition.

They loose Ihe hunting, and do not 
invariably come in for m uch pleasant rid­ 
ing, for the greater part of Exm oor does not 
come under the denom ination of “ good 
going,” as a Leicestershire fox hunter un­ 
derstands the term. 
Precipitous hills, deep coombs and end­ 
less coverts commend themselves to the 
eye of the artist more than to the eve of the 
sportsman. There are, indeed, no fences to 
jum p, but the moor has difficulties of its 
own to be snrm ounted before a stranger can 
live with hounds. The rider m ust be pre­ 
pared to descend by steep and winding 
paths, to clamber up hills, and to avoid the 
bogs, and tbis he will scarcely do w ithout a 
pilot. 
W hen, therefore, one comes to see 
how much hunting the average visitor 
misses, ami how unsuitable Exm oor is for 
riding, from an up-eountrym au's view, the 
west country folk m ay be pardoned for ask­ 
ing. us they often do, w hat is it that brings 
such swarms of visitors.

LINCOLN AND THE TORN 
FLAG. I 
THE WEEKLY 
UNION. 


A n 
In c id e n t W h ich G reatly P lea se d a 
P a rty o f K eb el S y m p ath izers. 
“ I’ve not been in these grounds for sev­ 
eral years,” rem arked a citizen to a Critic 
reporter, as the}’ strolled about the W hite 
House grounds last Saturday afternoon, 
listening to the music of the "Marine Band 
and observing the num erous groups of 
well-dressed young women, departm ent 
clerks, strangers and dudes, and the hilari­ 
ous enjoyment of a large num ber of chil­ 
dren gamboling on the green. 
" During 
tbe war 1 came here quite often, and the 
scene then presented a very anim ated and 
variegated spectacle. 
W ashington was a 
m ilitary camp, and whenever there was 
music here a large crowd was sure to be in 
! attendance. 
The bright uniforms of the 
officers of the arm y and navy, the scarlet 
baggy trousers of some of the zouaves and 
the blue of others, the clean nautical attire 
of men-of-war's men, all m ingling with 
civilians, comprising men, women and 
children in gay attire, presented a most at­ 
tractive spectacle. 
Celebrated regimental 
bands often alternated with the Marine 
Band in discoursing music tor the enjoy­ 
m ent of the crowd. 
D uring these enter­ 
tainm ents President Lincoln and his fam­ 
ily, members of his cabinet, representatives 
of the diplomatic corps, general officers and 
prom inent people occupied the south porch 
of the W hite House, which added largely 
to m ake those grounds attractive to citi­ 
zens, strangers and visitors during these 
musical seances. 
“ And this rem inds me of an incident 
which oceured at the inauguration of these 
musical entertainm ents in President Lin- 
c tl i' s a Im inistration, which took place in 
the sum m er of 1801. A music stand had 
been erected just there (pointing to a spot 
equidistant between Ihe two mounds), and 
over it was a tent-shaped canvas canopy, 
through tlie center o, which extended a 
llag-stair with halyards attached. The in ­ 
auguration of the musical ceremonies was 
conducted by President Lincoln, who, at 
the appointed hour, came through the 
crowd on th e. lawn from the Executive 
Mansion, accompanied by Secretary Sew­ 
ard, and followed by some of his cabinet. 
They stepped into the music stand, and 
President Lincoln, taking hold of the hal­ 
yards, to which a new silk American flag 
was attached, at a given signal commenced 
to haul up the flag. A cheer arose from 
the vast throng present, but was instantly 
checked. As the Hag ascended to the point 
on the stall’ where the tent-canvasencircled 
it, it caught upon some projection and was 
torn nearly in twain, and when it reached 
the top of the staff it Haunted in two sec­ 
tions, on one of which rem ained six or 
seven stars and a portion of the stripes. 
This was considered an om inous sign, and 
the pleased expression of m any rebel sym ­ 
pathizers present showed how they con­ 
strued the incident, while the Unionists 
seemed shocked and paralyzed of utter- 
anee. 
I was near the stand and watched 
j with deep interest Lincoln and Bernard. 
President Lincoln's face bore a very grave 
expression, an d Secretary Seward Hushed 
fur 
an 
instant, but as 
the 
tattered 
flag reached its apex he hastily turned to 
tlie leader of the hand and told him to 
strike up the music, and this diverted the 
attention of the crowd from the em barrass­ 
ing incident. But it was the town-talk 
among the rebels in W ashington for many 
a dav.— Washington Critic.

No hunting ground ever brings the sports­ 
man face to face with such scenery as that 
in the forest of Exmoor. 
H aving gained 
the sum m it of the hill that seems to he the 
loftiest of all. the clim ber only finds that 
one still higher yet remains to be sur­ 
m ounted; but when the sum m it is once 
reached, the view is som ething to be seen 
and remembered. From Hawcombo Head 
the eye wanders over the lovely sub-Alpine 
scenery toward Purlock, with its well-tilled 
and fruitful valleys aud its background of 
blue water, the latter appearing so close as 
to m ake it s .■• m an easy lask to cast a stone 
into it Irom the sum m it of the hill. The 
operations of Lord Ebrington's pack, be­ 
sides offering a pleasant day to those who 
long for som ething beyond’the mere rou­ 
tine of w alking and driving, obtainable at 
most holiday resorts, are full of interest to 
any one with a taste for or a knowledge of 
woodcraft. The finding of the deer by tlie 
tufters is not the first stage in tbe proceed­ 
ings. 
Long before the hounds appear the 
harborer has done his work. 
In the early 
hours of the m orning he is abroad, and his 
practiced eye has overlooked nothing that 
can help to assist him in his search. The 
m anner in which a turnip has been bitten 
will tell him w hether a siag or a hind has 
passed that way; if he comes across a slot 
(i. e , the footprint) he will, from long ex­ 
perience, m ake a tolerably accurate guess 
at tbe sex and age of the "deer. To talk to 
a harborer and to learn som ething ot his 
duties is to add fourfold to the pleasure of 
hunting the wild stag; while to leave one’s 
hunter on the hill and to follow the tufters 
up and down the almost interm inable cov­ 
erts is, to most men, to embark in a new 
form of sport. The fox is scarcely more 
deserving of being styled cunning than the 
deer. To find a w arrantable stag is one 
thing, to force him into the open is an­ 
other. 
W hile being run by the tufters he 
will kick up a young stag. and. crouching 
in the resting place of the latter, will force 
him to bear the brunt of the chase; nor 
will tlie hunted anim al be above exposing 


T h e W o n d e rfu l G rn p h o p h o n e . 
1’rofessor Tuintor, who is associated with 
Professor Bell and Dr. Bell, inventors of 
the grapboplione. gave an exhibition of the 
m achine to a few invited guests in W ash­ 
ington recently, T he graphophone is built 
! upon the principle of Edison's ingenious 
! toy, the phonograph, but it is to the piu.ll*- 
graph w hat the perfected telephone is to 
the speaking tube. 
Im agine a m achine of 
about tiie size of a dim inutive sausage mill, 
having, instead of knives, a cylinder of 
solid brass about 11 inches in diam eter and 
0 inches long, rapidly revolved by an 
arrangem ent of cogs connected with a wheel 
turned by hand, like the hand attachm ent 
of a sewing machine. Over the cylinder 
is placed a tightly-fitting tube of paratine, 
an attachm ent with a fine metal point to 
which is affixed a diaphragm. 
A speaking 
tube rests against the polished paraffitie 
surface, and by turning the wheel the 
cylinder revolves, and the metal point is 
drawn along the surface, cutting a groove 
almost imperceptible to the eye. 
While 
the cylinder is revolving the operator 
speaks into the tube and the wave of sound 
against the diaphragm regulates the pres­ 
sure of the point against the paraffitie. 
W hen one is through taking, tlie speaking 
tube or transm itter is replaced by an in­ 
stillm ent known as a receiver, and it being 
connected with the revolving cylinder re­ 
produces the language originally spoken 
by the operator. Tbe words are repeated 
loud enough to be heard distinctly in any 
p a r t of a sm all room. The paraffitie tubes, 
which cost about one cent each, will take 
a dictation of about five m inutes’ speaking 
at any chosen rate of speed. 
Not only is 
the language repealed, but the tone of voice 
as well. An autom atic device to turn the 
cylinder is being perfected. The m achine 
is arranged so that it can bestoppeilat will, 
any sentence or part of a sentence repeated, 
and an indefinite num ber of copies can he 
made by an amanuensis of the words re­ 
corded upon the cylinder. 


T he M orphine H ab it in F ran ce.—The 
deplorable habit ot using m orphine, not to 
relieve pain, but for the pleasurable sen­ 
sation the narcotic produces, seems to be 
spreading in France, in spite of the w arn­ 
ing note utttred by medical men, ami the 
terrible 
consequences that m ust follow 
upon the use, or rather gbuse, o f the drug. 
During the hearing of a case at Macon 
recently, the facts that transpired corrobo­ 
rated the assertion made by doctors as to 
the alarm ing tendency w hich prevails. A 
chem ist residing in that town was prose­ 
cuted fur selling m orphine w ithout m edi­ 
cal authority to a num ber of persons, 
among them being the wife of a doctor, 
who, quite unknow n to her husband, con­ 
sumed it daily, and in large quantities, by 
injecting it under the skin. In the course 
of the trial several physicanseam e forward 
to attest that the pernicious habit of mor­ 
phine injections was spreading greatly— 
especially among women, to the destruc­ 
tion of their moral aud physical health. 
One of these witnesses—attached to a large 
hospital at Macon—affirmed that more 
than a dozen of the day nurses were regu­ 
larly addicted to the use of m orphine, in 
one shape or another, and the habit with 
them had become a second nature. It is, 
however, in Paris—and especially in the 
fashionable world of Paris—¡hat, if all we 
hear be true, m orphine causes the most 
serious havoc to m ind and body—London 
Telegrajdi. 


C it y G ir l s a t a R u r a l R eso f.t .—Girls 
are everywhere. They sing, they fisli, they 
play tbe piano—and whist. 
They are 
pretty, too—some of them very pretty— 
but they are apt to overestimate the license 
which their beauty and extreme stylishness 
give them . They come out from their for­ 
est fastness and act like veritable little 
savages. In the most elegant of yachting 
costumes and most rpckless of hum ors they 
set their white sails for the breeze and their 
caps for som ething else.

disorders th e circulation an d n u tritio n of 
th e brain. 
T h e sleeplessness com plained 
of by gouty persons is due to th e poisonous 
effect of th e m orbid m aterial upon th e 
nervous system . 
Excessive sm oking, too 
m uch alcohol, lea and coffee, often resorted 
to by overw orked persons, are frequent 
causes o f sleeplessness. 
In all these cases 
th e cause is rem ovable, w hile th e effect 
m ay be counteracted by appropriate treat­ 
m ent. 
N othing is m ore m ischievous, how ­ 
ever. th an to continue th e habits, and to 
have recourse to drugs to com bat th e 
effects. 
A d ue am o u n t o f exercise tends 
to induce norm al sieep, and such exercise 
need n o t be o f a violent character. A w alk 
ot tw o o r three m iles daily is sufficient, 
and is, perhaps, as m uch as a busy m an 
can find tim e lor. 
A ride on horseback, 
th e F alm erstonian cure tor gout, is p ro b ­ 
ably th e best form o f exercise for those 
w hose m inds are constantly at w ork, 
it 
has been said th at a m an m ust com e out of 
him self w hen in th e saddle ; h e is forced 
to attend to iiis horse and to notice th e ob­ 
jects he m eets.

A t th e p resent day n o th in g is to 
be seen o f th e anim al except its head and 
its neck. B ut tlie old E gyptian m onum ents 
on w hich it is figured show not only the 
en tire body dow n to th e paw s, but also a 
large square p lin th beneath, covered w ith 
ornam ents. 
Since th e tim e o f the Greeks, 
perhaps even siuc-: the reign of T bothm - s 
IV*., th is p lin th has disappeared beneath 
the sand, an d its very existence has been 
forgotten. 
It is generally supposed that 
j th e S phinx is hew n out o f a large isolated 
! rock w hich overlooked th e plain. 
B ut M. 
i M aspero’s researches suggest th a t it is a 
w ork yet m ore stupendous. H e has proved 
th a t th e S p h in x occupies th e cerner o f an 
am phitheater, form ing a k in d o f rocky 
basin, th e upper rim o f w hich is about on 
a level w ith th e head of th e an im al. 
T he 
w alls cif this am p h ith eater, w herever visi­ 
ble, are cut by tiie h an d ot m an. 
It seem s 
probable, the’re f >re, th a t in th e beginning

OF NEWSPAPER READING. 


Mr. I.evev, in the North American Renew, 
descants upKin the m ental injury of too 
m uch reading of newspapers. 
T he grava­ 
men of his com plaint is that the local and 
night news editors spice the paper so 
highly w ith records of t tie vile and sensa­ 
tional, the horrible and crim inal, that the 
inveterate newspaper reader gets a m en­ 
tal bias in favor of that sort of m orning 
stim ulant w ith liis toast and coffee; th at 
so far from the ordinary paper being a 
m irror of society and the day's doings, it 
m ainly deals w ith those things th at relate 
only to the vulgar and vicious. 
Hence 
.Mr. Levey concludes th at there are some 
seasons of the year “ when it must be diffi­ 
cult for the average newspaper reader to 
divest him self of the impression th at a 
m ajority of the public are engaged in m u­ 
tual assassination. 
A t these seasons one 
may anticipate 
being confronted w ith 
Jiead-lines of the fiercest type w ith such 
reassuring titles as ‘ A Carnival of < ’rim e I' 
or in such journals as a fleet the allitera­ 
tiv e: ‘ Bloody, Brutal Butchery Boom­ 
ing!’ 
O f course, in reality, crim e is no 
m ore frequent than common, but newspaper 
space is m uch cheaper.” 
There is altogether too much tru th in 
this statem ent for it to lie ignored. 
If it 
is true th at ‘‘the newspaper is a history of 
th e world for a day,” then this is a fear­ 
fully had world, and so utterly depraved 
and sunken in crim e and misery th at it 
would be a blessing to the universe were it 
blotted out. 
Y et we cannot but feel deep 
pity for him, in speculation, when we fancy 
any m an attem pting to "ru n ” a newspaper 
on the principal of adjusting the space to 
lie given to crim inal, horrible and frivo­ 
lous records, proportionately to th eir im ­ 
portance in the great mass of news of 
m ankind and the record of the great w hirl 
of th e world's activities. 
Such a "new s­ 
paper m an ” would probably find his jo u r­ 
nal voted a bore and a nuisance w ithin a 
week, and it would lie notable hy its ali­ 
se::, e from the hand-, of re.id.rs.

W e have been too long 
in 
the business 
not 
to 
know that 
while the newspaper is a great power,"a 
vital factor in civilization, an altogether 
indispensable agency capable of great good 
and great ill, it ought not to be the sole 
reading of any hum an being. 
Like other 
literature, it is full of lies and truths, of 
deceit and of straightforwardness, of enter­ 
tainm ent and of mere amusement, of valu­ 
able information and a world of trash, of 
much good and much that is vicious, of 
pure records, of good tilings and lofty and 
ennobling thought, and likewise of vile 
recitals, debasing crim inal details and de­ 
moralizing chapters of vicious activity. 
It engages in its service true men and wo­ 
men. who abhor u ntruth and im purity, 
and realize that every word they print is 
a seed sown for good or ill product; hut, 
as it is free to all to employ as an agency, 
it also engages, unfortunately, in its service 
classes the New 
York Post 
describes 
:ts “ lying newspaper reporters and corre­ 


sp o n d en ts, men who make no pretense of 
telling the tru th and would smile if you 
reproached them w ith not doing so. ih c ir 
skill in inventing and em bellishing is in 
fact th eir capital, and they find in a large 
proportion of the newspaper offices a ready 
m arket for their wares, of which no ex­ 
posure can deprive them . 
It is rare in­ 
deed to hear of an amusing, brazen corre­ 
spondent being dropped for lying either 
about persons, places or things. 
As long 
as the proprietor finds the lies sell well, he 
holds on to him, while acknowledging the 
justiec of all the harsh things you say 
about him, or else sets liim on you to cover 
vou w ith abuse and slander. 
In truth, it 
m ight fairly be said that the most singular 
phenomenon of modern society is the ex­ 
istence of a m arket for professional men­ 
dacity, kept by professional moralists.’’ 
O ur contemporary lias hy no means ex­ 
hausted the list or covered the ground. 
There are other vicious men and women 
employed, worse than the liars, ten-fold : 
the class who appeal to libidinous appe­ 
tites and whose reports and letters teem 
w ith the most obscene descriptions and 
im pure allusions who strip ; enough of tiie 
cover from modesty to make the pure 
maiden 
blush 
and 
the honest youth 
ashamed to look his sisters in the lace 
across the villainous sheet th at heats its 
way into the home under the guise of a 
newspaper. 
For the mendacity of the 
newspaper there is the invulnerability of 
tr u th ; for its assault upon modesty, its 
tribute to salacity, its catering to the 
scandal-loving taste, its ripping up of char­ 
acter and its dam nable sowing of seeds that 
develop 
lewd 
tastes, 
corrupt 
morals, 
and result in wrecked virtue and ruined 
lives there is no excuse. 
W hen it is 
of th is character it belongs w ith the bawdy 
publications th at the laws make crim ­ 
inal to have in possession, and the men 
whose erotic drivel drips from their col­ 
umns, deserve the loathing and contempt 
of every man who has a m other to revere, 
a sister to respect, a wife to cherish or a 
child to nurture.

Mr. Bayard in the Cutting 
case declared th a t this Governm ent would 
insist upon the repeal of th at law by M ex­ 
ico, or its abandonment so far as it relates 
to the U nited States. 
I t is said that Mr. 
Bayard based this claim upon the state­ 
ment th at such a law is obnoxious to sys­ 
tems of civilization, and th at nowhere else 
is any such penal declaration made. 
No 
other presumption can he entertained than 
that the Honorable Secretary of State 
knows the law. 
I t m ust be assumed th at 
he lias full knowledge of th e laws of na­ 
tion*, and at least that he makes no asser­ 
tion regarding the laws of our own land 
w ithout being fortified for the maintenance 
of this position. 
But Mr. Bayard lias been p ut Hatlv to 
the proof, and forced to the confession of 
his ignorance by the country lawyers of 
Mex-ieo, who reply and prove th a t other 
civilized nations have sim ilar laws. 
M ore 
than this, judicial decisions are thrown 
into his face m aintaining the constitu­ 
tionality of these exterritorial jurisdic­ 
tional laws. 
These laws do not claim 
jurisdiction for the Courts of a country 
beyond its hounds, but do claim jurisdic­ 
tion of the offender when lie comes w ithin 
the territory of the nation. Such laws 
exist in Belgium, France, Italy, Austria, 
Bohemia, Prussia and Norway. T he Penal 
Code of Texas provides th at if a person 
commits certain offenses out of the State, 
which do not in th eir commission require 
a personal presence in the State, he may lie 
indicted and convicted in the State. 
And 
the section adds: 
" T he object of this Act 
being to reach and punish all persons of­ 
fending against its provisions, w hether 
w ithin or w ithout the State.” Still another 
section of tiie same Act provides th at one 
may 
be punished in Texas for a con­ 
spiracy to commit m urder, arson, robbery, 
burglary, rape, theft or forgery, w ithin the 
State, where the conspiracy was entered 
into in another State or territory, precisely 
as if entered into w ithin the confines of 
Texas. 
(A rt. 454, 80S Crim inal Code, 
Tex.) 
By the Penal Code of Nev.' York it is 
provided th a t if one commits an act w ith­ 
out that State which affects persons, prop­ 
erty, public health, morals or decency 
w ithin the Slate, he may lie punished 
therefor hv the State, if the act would he a 
crime were it comm itted w ithin the State. 
T he Suj reme Court of the 1 nited States, 
in commenting upon such laws of States, 
in the case of Holmes vs. Jennison (14 
Peters’ Rep.), said th at the States “ may, 
if they think proper, in order to deter 
offenders from other countries from coming 
among them , make crim e committed else­ 
where punishable in their Courts it the 
guiitv party should be found w ithin their 
jurisdiction. 
Ir. all these cases the State 
acts with a view to its own safety, and is 
in no deg ree connected w ith the foreign 
government in which the crime was com­ 
m itted.” 
It affords th e ’ Chicago Times intense 
satisfaction to quote from a num ber of 
cases and commentators at length sup­ 
porting these statutes as wise anil sound, 
on the stable ground that the place of the 
commission of the offense is tiie place in 
which it operates. 
Thus, it is shown that 
Dr. W harton, in his celebrated treatise, 
answers the question. “ Can a State punish 
aliens for offenses committed against it 
abroad?” 
affirmatively, and 
th at 
the 
U nited States claims jurisdiction before 
Consular Courts in the case of certain 
offenses by aliens. 
The same w riter adds 
that there remains no serious doubt th at 
an alien abroad who plans the violation of 
the laws of a State, is amenable to the 
laws of th at State if arrested on its soil 
after the commission of the act. An entire 
chapter is devoted hy AVharton to the 
fortification of this view, and the proof 
th at it is a settled rule of the crim inal 
policy of tiie laws of our own country, and 
to show that ¡mesons, not citizens, are in­ 
tended to be embraced by this policy. 
The case is cited by the Times of a per­ 
son who m ight set up a counterfeit coin 
manufactory in Mexico to issue spurious 
coin represented to lie genuine coin of the 
United States, and who should procure the 
same to he circulated in the United States. 
Clearly, such an offender, if found upon 
our soil, can be arrested, tried and con­ 
victed for the act. though he has not per­ 
sonally put forth the coin upon our soil, 
hut has procured others—partners and 


the Republican party as truculent, he 
stumbled upon the pith of a great truth, 
and paid Republicanism the loftiest of 
tributes.

ami of political independence. 
W ith no 
railroads in California it is possible th at 
this fair State would have been given over 
to the Democracy, which most flourishes 
where least light is, and the sm allest de­ 
gree of progress is manifest. 
Ju st in pro­ 
portion as the blaze of enlightenm ent 
penetrated 
the 
F ar 
AVest 
the Dem­ 
ocratic 
party 
either 
moved 
out 
or reformed its methods and its doc­ 
trines. 
From having l>een th e advocate 
of hum an slavery it has been driven by 
Republicanism and railroads, the pro­ 
gressive development of the race aud the 
right, to yield its ground and confess that 
its one-time advocacy was in behalf of the 
m ightiest of hum an wrongs. 
Republican­ 
ism came into California to m ake it a 
State w orthy of its’ lofty possibilities. 
Railroads came afterward as naturally as 
th e flow of water to the inviting sea. 
Be­ 
fore these two m ighty agencies Democratic 
bigotry and dogmatism lied. 
T he Democ­ 
racy of to-day in California, had and re­ 
trogressive as it is, is no more the Democ­ 
racy of 185(3-60 than is the present the 
hour of the past.

S w a n ip L a n d A ss e ss m e n ts. 
The Supreme Court rendered a decision 
Thursday affirming the judgm ent in the 
case of the People of the State and Recla­ 
mation District 108 x's. Hiram H ulburt et 
al. 
In December, 1870, an assessment for 
reclamation purposes was levied upon the 
lands situated in Reclamation District 108, 
and on May 5. 1S71, it became delinquent. 
In August, 1884, this suit was begun to en­ 
force payment of the assessment against 
certain lands in the district owned by the 
defendant. The defendant dem urred under 
subdivision 1 of Section 338 of the Code of 
Civil Frocedure, which sets forth th at “ an 
action upon a liability created hy a statu'e 
other than a penalty or forfeiture ” is barred 
if not commenced within three years after 
the cause of action accrues. The Supreme 
Court hoi ’s that a swamp ¡and assessment 
is a charge imposed upon property by au­ 
thority of the Legislature, and is tbns 
clearly a “ liability created hy statute.” 
TheTact that it is only a lien upon the 
property assessed, and not a direct chare- 
against the owner, is im m aterial. A lien 
is a charge imposed upon specific property 
by which it is m ade security for the per­ 
formance of an act. The act here, for 
the performance of which the land was 
m ade security, was the paym ent of the as­ 
sessment. An action was required to en­ 
force tiie i>erfornmnce of the act, and it 
could only be brought w ithin the time pre­ 
scribed bv statute. 


S avisg S te a m .—A considerable advance 
in engineering science is claimed for the 
M arcbant engine, wtiich is said to repre­ 
sent a practical solution of the difficult 
problem of returning to the boiler other­ 
wise wasted steam, 
l’ut to test recently 
by responsible and disinterested British 
engineers, the fuel used is r e tr ie d to have 
bren but a trifle more than half a pound 
of AVelsh coal per indicated horse-power 
per hour, the economy being so great that 
it is calculated such engines would sive 
$5,000 daily for one steam ship company 
alone. 
The new condenser also m akes it 
possible, it is affirmed, to buii.l locomotives 
to rnn l.OOt) usik-a v.iihoat & fresh supply 
of water. 


Young W ebber Swears Ho was B ribed by 
a n Otttcer anil a Lawryer. 
A t 2 p. m. yesterday the case of The Peo­ 
ple vs. AYebber was called in Justice Post’s 
Court. On the 13th day of August the 
town of Folsom was almost entirely de­ 
stroyed by tire. Some days later H enry L. 
AYebber, a young mail said to be half-wit­ 
ted, was arrested and charged with arson, 
lie hud a prelim inary exam ination before 
a Justice, who held him to answer to the 
Superior Court. After being in jail for 
some weeks, the boy agreed to go into Court 
and plead guilty, and at the sam e time 
swore to a complaint, charging his father, 
Charles AYebber, with the crim e of burning 
property insured, with the intent of de­ 
frauding the insurer. 
The defendant was in Court with his at­ 
torney, Grove L. Johnson. The prosecution 
was represented by District A ttorney Buck­ 
ley and T. C. A'an Ness, of San Francisco, 
representing the Phoenix and Home lnsur- 
ance Companies. 
The Justice called the nam es of the w it­ 
nesses that liad been subpentcd in the case, 
thirty-six of whom were present. 
After the reading of the complaint, and 
the agreement upon the part of the attor­ 
neys, that the property destroyed was in­ 
sured in the Phienix and Home Insurance 
Company for $2,800, the prosecuting wit­ 
ness. H enry AYebber. was placed upon the 
stand. 
He is quite young, perhaps 22 years 
of age, of slight build, and does not look as 
though he had much strength of character. 
H e was confused when he took the witness 
stand and saw his father, whom he had 
charged with so serious a crime, sitting op­ 
posite him . 
In answer to questions by the 
District Attorney, he said : 
" My nam e is 
H enry AYebber’. The defendant 
is my 
father. A t the tim e of the Folsom fire I 
was living with him . 
I recollect the tire 
very well.” 
tQuestion—AVliat property was destroyed 
in that tire ? 
Answer—I am not prepared to answer 
the question as to what property was de­ 
stroyed. I want to talk to my father first. 
Mr. Buckley—I wouid like to have you 
answer the question. 
The Court—Answer the question. 
AVitness—I would like to have a talk 
with John House and my father first. 
I 
did not know I was going to be called here 
to-day as a witness. 
If I am called upon 
for tiie truth I w ill tell it. 
Mr. Buckley—Has anyone been talking 
to you about this case to-day ? 
AVitness—No, sir; no one has talked to 
me about the ease. 
No one was in the jail 
to see m e except Mr. Irvine. 
T he Court—You have sworn to a com­ 
plaint charging your father with crime. 
AVitness (ratherexcitedly)—Y es.sir; and 
I was bribed to swear that way. They 
toid me I should go up and jilead guiliv. 
Mr. Buckley—AYell, if that is the case, 
we don’t want to let any guilty m an es­ 
cape. AY ho do you charge with bribery? 
W itness—John Estabrook is one man 
and John McComber the other. 
McCom- 
ber came in and said he paid my hoard for 
two weeks. H e asked m e to plead guilty 
and crim inate m y father. 
I told him I 
would not. 
H e then threatened not to pay 
niv board any longer. 
H e told me I 
would go to the State Prison for thirty 
years unless I swore against m y father. 
If 
I did swear against m y father I would get 
off’ for a year. 
T hat’s w hat he told me. 
He said to me, " I f I can get you off for 
two years, you plead g u ilty ." 
H e kept 
talking to m e this way all the tim e. That 
complaint is not true. 
It is false; Mc­ 
Comber put me up to it. I never was in 
Court before. 
I diil w hat John w anted me 
to do. and it is not 'rue. The com plaint 
against my father is a lie. 
The Court—I don't think I want to hear 
any more evidence in this case. 
John McComber, who was sitting at the 
elbow of the District A ttorney, arose and, 
addressing the Court, said lie would like to 
have the |>rivilege of setting him self right. 
Grove L. Johnson objected to further 
proceedings in that direction. The only 
thing before the Court was the complaint 
against the elder Webber. Mr. McComber’s 
reputation was not in the case. 
Mr. A'an Ness asked the privilege of ask­ 
ing the witness some direct questions, and 
the request was granted, and in the collo­ 
quy that ensued the following was elic­ 
ited : 
“ I was living in the shop with niv father. 
In the afternoon I was with Mr. AA'hite, in 
Zim m erm an's saloon. 
H ad been ihere 
about ten m inutes when I heard the alarm 
of fire. Just prior to that Mr. AVhite bail 
been in the shop with me. 
W hen I went 
out I locked the back door. I don't know 
where the fire broke out. I rushed to the 
house and tried to save my clothes. 
I also 
tried to get m y watch, which hung in my 
room, luit could save nothing. 
1 never ad­ 
m itted to any one that I set lire to (he 
premises. 
Some one had had feelings 
against me, and had me arrested two days 
afterwards. I think it was Miller. I did not 
tell any one that 1 had set fire to it, that 1 
remember of. I never intimate-1 eventoanv 
one that I set the fire. 
McComber anil 
Estabrook asked me to jilead guilty. They 
said I would get thirty years if I did not 
and only one and a half or two if I did. 
Very nearly two weeks later they asked me 
to crim inate m y father. 
1 have iiad no 
conversation with m y father since. 
My 
brother called at the jail to see me. 
I have 
not seen my brother since I charged my 
father with crime. 
It. C. Irvine called at 
the jail to see me this morning. 
I have 
known him for six years. 
I sent for him 
as I desired to talk with him on private 
business. 
I wanted to ask him whether I 
should swear falsely against my father or 
tell the truth. I told him all about the 
job that McComber and Estabrook had put 
u n o n m e ; how they wanted n ieto plead 
guilty ami then swear falsely against my 
father. 
Mr. Irvine advised m e to come 
out squarely and tell the tru 'h . 1 told him 
that what 1 swore to about m y father was 
not true. 
I did not do anything, I did not 
know anything, only what they told me to 
do, and that was what I did. They said if I 
pleaded guilty and crim inated niv ía:lr r I 
would get a lighter sentence. 
I never had 
any trouble with my father. 
1 worked ffir 
him in the shop, 
lie told me if I would 
work for another year he would set me up 
in a shop at A uburn. Some time before 
the fire he told mu that business was dull, 
be was not m aking much, but did not say to 
me that if the placed burned down he would 
get insurance money enough to buy me a 
'-hop or a farm. There was an ordinary 
lire in the kitchen stove where we hail 
cooked onr dinner. The last wood 1 put 
in was about 11 o’clock 
I never talked 
with my father about the insurance, except 
two or three days before the fire he told 
me that the insurance was §1,000 on the 
house and §1,500 on the stock. 
1 thought 
nothing of this because I liad charge of his 
jiapers ; it was 
,n ordinary business re­ 
m ark.” 
Mr. Buckley—After your prelim inary 
exam ination at Folsom, in a conversation 
with Mr. McComber did you not tell him 
that unless your father helped you you 
would make it hot for him ? 
AVitness—No, sir ; I did not. 
Mr. Buckley—Then you now deny that 
your father induced you or asked you to set 
fire to the building ? 
AVitness—Yes, s ir ; I deny it. 
Mr. A'an Ness—W ere you his salesman ? 
Were you acquainted w ith all his business 
transactions, and did you know all about 
his insurance? 
W itness—Yes, sir. I run his shop for 
two m onths while he was in the East. 
After a lot more sim ilar testimony, on 
motion of Grove L. Johnson, the defendant 
was discharged aud ids bondsmen exoner­ 
ated.

produces 32 when the pressure is increased 
lo two atmospheres. 
By further increasing 
the pressure of the surrounding air, the 
quantity of electricity generated increases 
in considerable, proportions. This curiou3 
ph-nom enon m ight receive num erous ap­ 
plications.

T nz W orld’s G reatest D esert.—One- 
half of the earth’s solid surface is buried 
in the abysmal regions of tlie ocean, and 
exists as undulating plains beneath 
a 
watery covering from two to five miles 
thick. On this land, at the bottom of the 
deeji sea, the director of the Challenger 
publications tells us. the conditions pre­ 
sented are most uniform . The temjiera- 
ture, near the freezing point of fresh water, 
docs not exceed seven degrees in range, 
anti is constant throughout the year in any 
locality. Sunlight and plant life are ab­ 
sent, and. although anim als of the larger 
types are present, there is no great variety 
of form or abundance of 
individuals. 
Chango of any kind is exceedingly slow. 
At the greatest depths the deposits are 
chiefly a red clay, m ixed-with fragments of 
volcanic matter, rem ains of deep-sea ani- 
nials, cosmic dust, manganese-iron nodules 
and zeolitic crystals. 
No analogous dejios- 
its have been traced on dry land, although 
the contim ents are m ainly m ade up of 
rocks which m ust have formed under the sea 
near the coasts. Throughout all geological 
tim e the deposits of the continent bordering 
waters apjiear to have been forced up into 
dry land through the contraction of the 
earth, while the abysm al regions have re­ 
mained the most perm anent areas of the 
earth's surface.

the American explorer, believes equatorial 
Africa to be habitable for Europeans, and 
that, with due attention to diet and an 
occasional holiday change, they may long 
retain their full vigor in the Congo coun­ 
try. On the other hand, Fischer, a Ger­ 
man traveler, regards Central Africa as 
entirely unsafe for Europeans at lower 
levels than 5,W0 feet, and even at that lati­ 
tude m alaria m ust he expected on rich land.

Scetions One, FJght, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of

The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this 8tale to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annuaHy. a statement 
under oath, setting tor li specifically ai! prop­ 
erty, real and personal exc- pi railroad property, 
as defined in Sceiiou Ten of this a n id e , owned 
Dy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
lus control, at "twelve o'clock meridian on the

Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be as-scared 
In the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporatiofi 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this Slate, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an animal tax of two anil 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tux shall be in lien of 
ail other State and connty taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway.roadlied, 
rails, roiling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gage», deed-: of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon fuch prop­ 
erty.

Second—The gross earnings which, daring the 
same year, have been earned partly within this

“ How large a city was Jerusalem when 
you first went there?” 
’ ” 1 went to that city first fifty-two years 
ago, and then there was hardly a house 
outside of the city walls, while the city 
gates were closed each evening and no per­ 
son could get out or in until morning. 
I 
think it contained about 15,000 inhabit­ 
ants.” 
"O f course, the city has no growth, ex­ 
cept in an age?” 
"Yes, it has a moderate growlh. 
I pre­ 
sum e the city now counts 30,000 inhab­ 
itants, and all the old restrictions about the 
city's walls and the closing of the city gates 
arc removed.” 
“ W hat is there to attract new settlers, 
and w ho are they ? ’ 
“They are mostly Jews, and most of 
those who come are old people, who seek 
the city of their fathers to die and he buried 
there. Now there are a great many houses, 
and some of them fine modern dwellings, 
on the west side of the city, outside the 
old walls. 
The houses are pretty, archi­ 
tecturally. and they are in most instances 
well furnished. 
W hen they die they are 
buried there, and the whole side of M ount 
Olivet is fairly paved with the graves ot 
buried Jews.” 
"Paved?” 
"Y'es. 
You know the Hebrews do not 
m ark the graves of their dead with m onu­ 
ments and upright headstones B3 we do. 
They place a sm all slab or stone, appro- 
priutelv carved, fiat-wi-e upon the graves. 
That’s'w hy I say the side of Mount Olivet 
is paved.” 
“ Is the city itself at all modernized ?” 
“ Yes. considerably. Inside the walls, 
or in the old city, not m any changes have 
been m ade in the buildings, but the streets 
are kept cleaner, the native inhabitants are 
more cleanly and hospitable, and show- 
more enterprise. W hy, just Ibink of it, 
ihe streets of Jerusalem are lighted at night 
time by oil from the Pennsylvania oil 
wells. There are two or three hotels there 
kept by Germans, and, as I tell you, out­ 
side the walls the new residences of H e­ 
brews who have located there make the 
landscape look quite modern and pleasing. 
Then there are Russian and Armenian 
convents there—not one 
building, but 
splendid systems of buildings well worth 
visiting.” 
“ How about the roadwavs in that vicin­ 
ity?” 
' 
“ They are poor enough now, but they 
are superb compared with the roads when 
I first went there. The country is very 
m ountainous, and it is under the rule of 
the Turkish Government. That tells the 
whole storv. for Turkey was born to retard 
all progress and kill all prosperity. W hen 
1 went there it was a difficult m atter to 
reach Jeru.-alem on mule or donkey back, 
or even on foot. Now there is a sort of car­ 
riage mad from Jaffa to Jerusalem —about 
forty miles—over which a sm all vehicle, a 
kind of stage or omnibus, carries visitors.” 
“ How do all the tourists aud pilgrims 
get to the Holy City ?” 
" Most of the pilgrims come in the spring 
of ¡he year, either on foot or on mules and 
donkeys. 
The European and American 
visitors generally get there by way of Jaffa 
and the carriage road I speak of. 
But that 
class is only a drop in the bucket. The 
crowd comes in the spring of the year, as I 
say, and they come chietty from Russia 
and European Turkey. They come by the 
hundreds—” 
“ How are they accommodated in the 
two or three sm all hotels?” 
“ The pilgrims are accommodated in the 
convents and bring tents with them and 
camp out in the olive orchards roundabout. 
That's why thev come when they do, for 
at that season of the year it is sim ply de­ 
lightful in the open air, day or night.” 
Is there anything to make Jerusalem a 
very large city V” 
“ Nothing, except as a point of most 
unique historical interest. 
It has no man 
factures, except the m anufacture of relics 
from wood from the Mount of Olives and 
molher-of-pearl taken from the Red Sea. 
These are made quite extensively, and they 
are sold very readily, and at good prices, to 
Russian pilgrims.” 
“ There is no agriculture V 
“ Nothing to speak of, though there 
might be, as the country is a limestone 
country. A t Hebron there is a glass m an­ 
ufactory. where they make finger rings and 
other ornaments of glas3. 
There is some 
little traffic in wool and olives, but outside 
of these things the products of the country 
ure very small. The harvest is the coming 
of the pilgrims each spring.” 
“ The fees for pointing out objects of in ­ 
terest to individuals must am ount to con­ 
siderable?” 
“ Not so very much, but enough to help 
the natives to live.” 
" I supnose they authenticate all the 
points of interest, relics, etc.?” 
“ Well, geographical points like the 
Mount of Olives, Bethlehem, Bethany, He­ 
bron, etc., are established as to authenticity, 
beyond question. There can be no doubt 
that ihe Great Mosqne of Omar is built on 
the tile of Solomon s Temple, near Nablut. 
But when, in one of the convents at Beth­ 
lehem, they point to a star in the floor and 
say that our Saviour was born on that spot 
—well, I tiiink lo n e is room for doubt, and 
at the sani" tim e I conclude that it isn't 
necessarv to worry my mind over it. They 
show you Ihe sepulcher where Christ was 
buried. You are somewhat impressed with 
the idea thai the location has been made to 
suit a structure of different style and more 
ent date than that on which the burial

Causes of Indigestión. 
Indigestion is said to be one of the most 
prevalent ailments. The person who takes 
a look about in any restaurant will not 
wonder at it. 
Cast-iron stomachs only 
could stand some of the things that people 
deposit w ithin tbeinsilves. 
I was im ­ 
pelled to thoughts of indigestion by seeing 
a man putting m ustard on ids pie. And, 
as if this were not enough, 1 saw another 
man put m ustard on watermelon. After 
that it would not have been a t all surpris­ 
ing to have seen a person put W orcester­ 
shire sauce on bis ice-cream. M any per­ 
sons eat pie at breakfast, and once in a 
while the person is found who begins his 
nteal with ice-cream and top3 olf with 
soup, but he is crazy. 
The people who 
throw down a good-sized dinner in twenty 
m inutes are countless. The ones who eat 
in the middle of the day in New York have 
only a few m inutes to do it in. An ostrich 
would become emaciated under the condi­ 
tions in which thousands of men live in 
New Y'ork, and history records that an os­ 
trich can tackle anything from an inkbottlc 
to a crowbar. Such digestible things as 
beefsteak and roastbeef do not find m uch 
of a market. The ‘ ready-to-serve” dishes 
nre called for to the greatest extent. These 
are meats and vegetables which have been 
boiled and stewed until they would serve 
belter for door-hinges and building mate­ 
rials than for food. “ A nything to fill up” 
appears to be the motto. The coffee and 
cake saloons which flourish all over the 
city furnish “m ud” and “sinkers” (coffee 
and cakes) at night, and do as m uch to un­ 
dermine constitutions as anything else. 
Pies and sandwiches are sold from baskets 
in the street. 
Messengers and newsboys 
buy theru, and when doubled up in the 
throes of the colic, as a consequence, are 
accused by their parents of having spent 
their earnings in green apples. The whole 
mastication line ot the metropolis is beset 
with danger into which the eaters m adly 
plunge.—Brooklyn Union. 


N ail in a H ouse's F oot.—W hen the 
horse-shoer pricks the foot with a clean 
nail, which is at once withdrawn and the 
hole filled with a few drops of turpentine 
the chances are that no harm will come of 
it. But if nothing is done and the horse 
goes lame and lam er before the shoe is 
taken off and the nail drawn, the proba­ 
bility is that the wound will fester. The 
thing to do is. after removing the shoe, to 
cut the nail hole out, following it exactly 
nntil it bleeds freely. Then syringe or soap 
it out with a carbolic acid water and fill the 
opening loosely with a pledget of lint or 
oakum. 
Renew this treatm ent daily, and 
do not replace the shoe until suppuration 
ceases. 
If a horse picks up a nail ou the 
road, the treatm ent should be quite sim i­ 
lar. 
The nail being blunter and often 
dirty, the wound is usually a worse one 
and the sensitive parts bruised, so that sup­ 
puration follows. 
In case the bone is 
pierced and the pus is abundant and offen­ 
sive, a veterinary surgeon should be con­ 
sulted. But meanwhile inject carbolic acid 
several times a day. 
If several days inter­ 
vene between the tim e when the nail is 
picked up, and when it is discovered, the 
same treatm ent is followed ; but if a pus 
sack is found, out of which Ihe m atter 
squirts, care m ust be laken to m ake the 
opening large enough to clear it ail out, and 
be sure that carbolic acid touches every 
part.

Muscats in F re sn o —Is there money in 
growing grapes in Fresno county ? There 
is, if we are to judge by results now to be 
seen. 
Ray W hile lives on East avenue, 
Central Colony, about three and a half 
miles south of Fresno. 
He has several 
acres of six-year-old Muscat vines. These 
vines average about 600 to the acre, and 
each vine now lias upon it an average of 
fifty pounds of grapes, or fifteen tons per 
acre. These grapes are worth, freslt picktd. 
$25 per ton, or $375 per acre. If partially 
cured and in the sweat box they are worth 
6 cents per pound, or $600 per acre; or if 
cured and packed, they will sell readily for 
10 cents per pound, or $1,000 per aere. It 
requires about three tons of grapes to make 
one ton ot raisins,but M r.W hite’s little vine­ 
yard will this season yield more pounds ot 
raisins per acre than many of the vineyards 
of other sections will produce of grapes. 
\Vc challenge the world to produce more 
grapes per acre than arr actually grown in 
Fresno county, and if this season's pack of 
raisins does not rival in appearance and 
quality the best of Europe we will never 
" toot our born again.”— Fresno Republican.

T iie Size of a Sfider’s T iip.eap.—Al­ 
though it is generally known that a spider's 
thread is exceedingly fine, still very few 
have any adequate idea of its extreme 
minuteness. 
If tve take a hundred spider 
threads and combine them into one and 
place the combined threads across the field 
of a microscope, and then place by its side 
a single hum an hair of ordinary fineness, 
the latter will appear ol much larger diam ­ 
eter. Indeed, some have asserted that if 
100 spider threads, so multiplied, could be 
closely spun into one, it would not present 
a greater diam eter than a single hum an 
hair—the latter would in such a case be 
equal in size to 10,000 spider threads. 
If to 
this we add the well-known fact that the 
thread of the full-grown spider lim it be 
two or three hundred times larger than 
that of a young spider when it begins to 
spin Its first threads, we have the astonish­ 
ing fact that the ordinary hum an hair must 
be from two to three m illion times larger 
than the finest thread of the spider. 
We 
should also remember that every spider 
thread is composed of from five to eight 
separate filaments, as they come from the 
body of the 
insect.

m inuteness, and how little do we know of 
the works of Nature.

Cheap 
Library Series—J essie F re­ 
mont's L atest 
V enture 
in Literature. 


In 1856, when the Republicans put the 
“ Pathfinder ” to the front as a representa­ 
tive of the new-born party, the nam e of 
Jessie Benton Frem ont became famous 
throughout the U nion. 
Since then Gen­ 
eral Frem ont's career has been a checkered 
one. H e has m et w ith m any reserves, and 
the ups and downs of life have badly used 
him . No m an ever had a braver or more 
devoted wife, and wherever her nam e has 
been m entioned it has inspired respect for 
the courage w ith which she has battled 
against 
ill 
fortune 
and 
stood 
by 
her husband. 
Now in her later years 
th e comes 
again 
into 
public notice 
by 
the 
issue 
by 
General 
Frem ont 
Of the m emoirs of his life, and the first 
num ber (it is being issued in parts) gives us 
a charm ing portrait of Jessie. General 
Frem ont, in this work, which certainly will 
attract wide attention, gives an account of 
the varii us explorations in which he played 
so prom inent a part. It is written in the 
easy style of narrative, and the story is told 
w ith 
straightforward earnestness. 
The 
General proposes, in the course of his re­ 
cital, to correct some erroneous statements 
that have been made concerning the Presi­ 
dential campaign of 1856, and to set forth 
governing tacts in that of 1861 which have 
not been made public. 
fb>. too, he says, 
some events of the civil war in which be 
was directly concerned have been incor­ 
rectly stated, and these he proposes to set 
right. 
Part I. of the Memoirs open3 with a 
chapter by Mrs. Frem ont on the plates 
that 
are 
to 
appear 
in 
the 
book. 
One of these is an admirable likeness 
of General Frem ont, auother of herself, 
a third of her father, Senator Thomas H. 
B enton; a fourth ot Napoleon, a fifth of 
Thom as Jefferson (bas relief in profile), a 
sixth of a Cheyenne belle, a seventh of a 
búllalo hunt, an eighth of “ Big Timber, 
A rkansas river.” The two last are fine 
stecl-plate engravings; the others in astyle 
o fa rtn o le s s striking and fine. She tells 
the story of the thirty years’ struggle cf 
herself and husband 10gather and preserve 
the materials for the book. T he third 
chapter is a biographical sketch of Senator 
Benton, written also by the hand of his 
loving daughter Jessie. 
Not until the 
fourth 
chapter 
is 
the 
first 
one of 
the Frem ont memoirs readied, and the 
work of the General him self presented 
to the reader. 
His narrative is rapid, his 
scenic descriptions artistic, his sketches of 
dram atic action vivid and ornate. Col­ 
ored maps will appear here and 
there 
in the numbers, and one of these, in Part I., 
shows very clearly the acquisitions of ter­ 
ritory by the I'nited States. The book is 
being published by Belford, Clarke & Co., 
o f Chicago, and J. Dewing it Co.. San 
Francisco, are general agents for it on the 
Pacific coast. 
W e predict a large sale of 
the book. 
It will be put up in two vol­ 
um es of 1,280 pages, with forty full-page 
steel-plate engravings and 1G0 other illus­ 
trations, maps and fac-sitniles of docu­ 
ments, m aking in all over 1,600 pages. The 
parts will be twenty in num ber, at 50 cents 
each, and subscribers will receive two 
handsom e portfolios in which to keep 
them . The publishers pledge themselves 
to bind the volumes at a very low rate, and 
to sell full bound volumes at no less or 
greater rate than the cost to subscribers for 
parts.” 


The fifth volume of Hubert Howe Ban­ 
croft's “ H istory of California” (Volume 
X X II. of Bancroft’s works), covers the pe­ 
riod of 1846 to and inclusive of 1848. We 
have read the volume with an interest that 
has resulted from no preceding one. As his­ 
torical recital draws nearer to our own times 
readers become more critical and the work 
o f the historian more difficult. 
We can­ 
not discover, however, any greater caution 
and pains to be accurate and exhaustive on 
the part of Mr. Bancroft in this latest work 
than have characterized his labors in earlier 
issues, for w hether the date is in times 
of living witnesses or in eras of the remote 
jiast, Mr. Bancroft clearly lias applied the 
game method of arriving at the truth and 
exhausting the evidences, and has been as 
painstaking in the one case as-ln the other. 
There have been written many histories of 
the conquest and occupation of California 
by the Cnited States, and nearly as many 
conflicting statem ents as theie have been 
books. 
The 
array of proofs in this 
volum e appear to justify every conclusion 
reached by the author. We cannot, in the 
space now at command, take up any of the 
i.-sues of fact and motive treated hv Mr. 
Bancroft. 
W e hope to do so in a distinct 
article at an early day. however, and pre­ 
sent some striking extracts of broad in­ 
terest to Californians. 
It m ust suffice now 
to 
say 
that 
we 
believe 
thoroughly 
this to* be the 
first 
complete history 
of the 
ant .'-pioneer 
era 
of 
Califor­ 
nia ever written. 
There is no phase 
of that era, so crowded as it was with vital 
events, that has not been taken up and 
completely analyzed under the light of 
ail obtainable 
evidence. 
Under 
such 
treatment, exhaustion ot the subject must 
result. Thus are presented prools regard­ 
ing the policy of our Government and the 
steps it took relating to Pacific territory, 
that 
have 
never 
before 
been 
given 
to 
the 
public. 
These, 
Mr. 
Ban­ 
croft 
shows, 
were 
drawn 
from doc­ 
um entary 
sources 
hitherto 
unknown, 
and, as "the author puts it, “ Many a 
long-kept 
secret is brought 
to 
light.” 
The story of the 
American 
conquest 
of California always lias been obscured and 
involved by the conflicting testimonies 
and 
the cliorts of many writers who 
searched tor the facts only superficially. 
In the book before us we are told graphic­ 
ally and forcibly—in such a spirit as flows 
from perfect consciousness of impregnabil­ 
ity of position taken under proof—of the 
doings of General Frem ont, and which 
the 
historian 
characterizes 
as 
“ fool­ 
ish i n t e r f e r e n c e the efforts 
of Con­ 
sul Larkin and Steam s to secure a change 
of sovereignty by pacific m ethods; the 
revolutionary "blunders of ld e ; the raising 
of the American flag by Commodore Sloat 
and Montgomery; the advent and deeds of 
the California battalion ; the role of Stock­ 
ton ; the final struggles of the Californians 
under Flores and Pico; the coming of 
Kearny and his troopers; 
and finally 
the close of the war, the 
occupation 
of 
Los 
Angeles 
and 
the 
treaty 
of 
Cabuenga. 
Such 
recitals 
are 
supplem ented by the story of the political 
controversies of 
Stockton, Kearny and 
Frem ont, the narrative of the Mormon 
Battalioft and the regiment of New York 
Volunteers and Company F, Third United 
States A rtillery. 
Annals of im m igration 
include 
the tragic experience of the 
Donner 
party 
and 
the 
coming 
of 
Brannan's 
Mormon 
colony. 
The 
Ex-Missions, with Indian affairs, "and an­ 
nals of trade, also furnish material for a 
c h ap ter; the rule of Governor Mason in 
1847-S is chronicled in another, w ith i's 
com plication of new political problems; 
and ¡ocal annals of the north and south 
include a plan of San Francisco in 1848, 
showing the site of every building, with 
descriptive notes. 
At the end of the vol­ 
ume the Pioneer register and index, with 
its 10,OCX) sketches of early Californians, is 
carried on from P to 
and thus is com­ 
pleted one of the most laborious par’s 
of the California histories, for this homo­ 
graphic register is at once an exhaustive 
persoual history of all the people who 
played any considerable part in the history 
of the American occupation. Throughout 
this register, which the more it is exam ­ 
ined the more it increases in value in our 
judgm ent, there is made reference to the 
volume and pages of the histories where 
the person is referred to in the letter-press, 
thus m aking the register doubly valuable 
and useful. A very extended "chapter is 
given to the account of the horrible suffer­ 
ings of the Donner party, and all the testi­ 
m ony is exam ined with minuteness rela­ 
tive to the cannibalism of the {«arty. Mr. 
Bancroft is satisfied that the proof justifies 
the conclusion that portions of the bodies I 
of tsie dead were eaten, and he declares it , 
was right to do so. but he emphatically de­ 
clares it proven that Louis Keseberg. well 
known in this section, was wholly inno­ 
cent of the charges preferred by "slander 
against tin ), and which involved the crime I 
ot m urder. H e says Keseberg was m erely i 
th e unfortunate object about which has j 
«•rystall¡zed.aJI the popular horror excited ¡ 
hv the cannibalism o f the Donner party. 
Decidedly the m ost interesting portion of 
the ro'um e is that relating to the Bear Flag \ 
campaign, in which Mr. Bancroft is severe i 
in his findings against ileneral Frem ont, 
holding him in no enviable light, discredit­ 
ing his judgm ent and pronouncing him a 
revolutionist. 
From C. S. Houghton, N ifram eato, we 
nave six more of the weeklv yolumes of 
Cassell’s National Library, edited by Pro­ 


fessor H enry Morley. Of this economic 
series, and which places standard literature 
at the command of the poorest of us, we 
have hgd occasion frequently to speak in 
warm commendation.

THE SECRET OP THE PROSPERITY 
OF LOS ANGELES. 


The Prom otion o f Prosperity by F os­ 
tering Schools and C hurches 
and L essening Saloons. 


Los A ngeles, September 21, 1886. 
I have been visiting in Los Angeles 
county for the past m onth, and find it so 
total 1}’ different from the northern portion 
of the State, both as respecting its topog­ 
raphy and its people, that I thought a few 
lines from a Sacramentan would prove of 
interest to your m any readers. That it is to­ 
day one of the most thriving sections in 
the United States, there is no question of 
doubt. 
Business of ail kinds is driving. 
No one who is out of employm ent need be 
so if he is inclined to work, and the wages 
paid for mechanics or general laborers is 
equal to that paid iu the north, and the 
cost of living is as cheap here as in Sacra­ 
mento. 
The city of Los Angeles is esti­ 
mated to have a population of some 60,000, 
fifty per cent, of which is an Kastem im ­ 
migration that has coine here within the 
jiast two years. 
There is no cessation to 
the influx. 


EVERY TRAIN BRINGS NEW ADDITION, 
Men of means, who come here to buy little 
homes, where they can enjoy the delight­ 
fulness of this climate and educate their 
children in educational institutions that 
have no superiors. 
The im m igrant, in a majority of cases, is 
a iu an of wealth, who has a business in 
the East, from which he derives his sup­ 
port and who bascóme hither to recuperate 
nis declining health, or that of his family, 
or hearing the glowing accounts of this 
“ Kden of the Pacific,” has come to end his 
days in ease and luxury. Such a large addi­ 
tion to the population sent the juice of real 
estate up to figures that to the people of 
the north seems almost incredible, but 
which are considered by the Eastern peo­ 
ple veritable bargains. 


VALUE OF SMALL CULTIVATED FARMS. 
The Los Angeles people are not slow to 
see an advantage, and once seen it is 
taken 
advantage of 
with 
an avidity 
that is highly creditable. Not having the 
advantage of forests of tim ber and running 
streams, that are the pride of the north, 
they have turned other things to account 
that have more than offset this deficiency 
in natural advantages. H er sterile hills 
and barren, rocky plains have been made 
to j'roduce crops of oranges and vegetables, 
by systematic irrigation, lhat to the eyes of 
Eastern people seem almost incredible. A 
smali tract of two or three acres watered 
by a little spring does more to secure a set­ 
tler at fabulous prices in this section than 
docs a thousand-acre wheat tract in Teha­ 
ma or Colusa counties. The great thing 
here is the live, ten and fifteen-acre tracts, 
which are improved, and which advertise 
the country. 
Every other door, utmost, on 
Main and Spring streets, is a real estate 
agent, who has his bulletins covered with 
subdivided tracts, which are sold in small 
lots, just large enough for a building an d a 
small garden, all the way from $500 to 
$2,000 each. 


THEY SELL L IK E HOT CAKES. 
The real estate agents «lo a thriving busi­ 
ness, and for miles in every direction from 
the city of Los Angeles, the county is sub­ 
divided into homesteads, tracts and villas, 
with regularly laid out avenues and streets, 
and subdivided into blocks and lots. The 
people come here to buy a home. They 
look around them ; everything ¡3 business 
thrift, the prices are seemingly uniform, 
and purchases are made accordingly. 
Not only is this true of Los Angeles, but 
Pasadena, Riverside and other places in 
this section are equal.y prosperous. 
W hy are the prices of this poor land so 
m uch in excess of that of the north? is 
the question asked by every one who comes 
here from the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
valleys, or the foothill sections of middle 
and northern California. 
You have up 
there a better climate, better soil, more 
abundant and varied crops, but while your 
land is no more valuable to-day than’ ten 
years ago, the poor lands of this section 
have appreciated in value at least 500 per 
cent. 
1 think I have found, at least if not 
the key to their success, the cause of the 
greater portion of it, iri the fact that their 
society has been so shajied that they have 
made of this section at least 


A SEMBLANCE OK GOD’S COUNTRY. 
Here the churches and school-houses far 
outnum ber the saloons. You would hardly 
believe it, but it is nevertheless true, that 
there are more saloons, “ gin m ills,” as thcy 
are called, in the town of Placerville, K1 
Dorado county, with her 2,000 inhabitants, 
than there is" in the city of L03 Angeles 
with her 60,000 souls. There are more sa­ 
loons on either J or K street in the capital 
city of the State, than there is in this south­ 
ern metropolis, yet the population of Los 
Angeles is twice that of Sacramento. In 
the town of Pasadena, with her four thou­ 
sand inhabitants, there is but one saloon, 
while 
the 
town of 
Folsom, in vour 
county, w ith her voting jiopulatiun of" less 
than 200, finds it difficult to get along with 
less than a dozen. There is not a wayside 
groggery on any road in the county, and 
while the laborer in the north spends his 
tim e around “ five-cent beer shops,” the 
“ horny-handed son of to il” of the south 
must be content with an occasional sip of 
lemonade, or a glass cf butterm ilk. 
As a result of this excellent state of 
social atlairs, the children of the poorer 
classes are well clothed and fed. The credit 
of all is m aintained

All Lave neat homes, the hnsbann and 
father finds plenty of tim e to beautify the 
grounds, and the placéis thus given an ap­ 
pearance of industry, thrift and apparent 
hajqiiness that could not exist were it not 
for the abstemious habits ol the people, 
which is largely, if not wholly, due to the 
high license placed upon the liquor traffic. 
The authorities have not stopped at high 
license, but have done all in their power 
to build up a reputation for the young men 
and women of their community, which is 
commendable in the highest degree. So 
severe are the lines drawn between the 
idle and dissolute on one side, and the in­ 
dustrious and respectable on the other, that 
no young man who values his jiosition, 
either in business or society, dares to be 
seen enter or emerge from a place where 
liquor is sold. 
A young lady who desires 
to b e “ above suspicion ” dares not receive 
the attention of 


A YOUNG MAN WHO FREQUENTS SALOONS, 
Or associates with those who do. 
Tn other 
words, a man engaged in the saloon busi­ 
ness is looked upon as an enemy of jiiod 
society, a corrupter of the morals of youth 
and a stumbling-block in the way of the 
comm unity’s prosperity. 
1 did not intend to write a temjierance 
lecture; I have not done so; these are plain, 
unvarnished facts, which sjieak for them 
selves. 
Let anyone from Sacramento who 
has jiassed by the num erous five-cent dives 
and their frequenters in lhat city, visit 
Pasadena, Los Angeles and Riverside, and 
note the difference of the youth. One is 
no more like the other than day is like 
night. One will render night hideous with 
their drunken revels, while the other are 
young men with self-respect, 
excellent 
characters, strict business habits, and pass 
their leisure moments in reading-rooms, 
lecture-rooms. good society or the church. 
It is lhis. more than all other things, that 
has made Los Angeles what she is to day, 
and what will continue her prosperity for 
years to come. It is this which makes a 
rich poor people, that makes happy m oth 
ers, educates children and makes our future 
men and women capable of taking care ot 
themselves, and in whose hands the Gov­ 
ernm ent can be safely intrusted. 
W hile judicious 
advertising brought 
about this immense and valuable im m i­ 
gration, the society of Los Angeles, the 
habits of her people, the thrift and 


HAPPINESS OF IIEU LABORING CLASSES 
Is the prim e cause of all her prosperity. 
The liquor license in Los Angeles City "is 
$150, in Pasadena $200, and in other local­ 
ities so high that it is impossible lor the 
vender of tiiat “ which steals away one’s 
brains ” to pay the justly-imposed tax and 
live. 
W hile the Republican State Cinvention 
was in session in this city, not a few of 
the delegates from Sacramento—not ab­ 
stemious ones either—noted the absence of 
saloons, the consequent absence of drunk­ 
enness, the happy condition of the poorer 
classes, and openlv expressed the belief 
that high license would operate equally as 
well in northern California. 
W hy a busi­ 
ness that makes the poor poorer, widows of

num ber ot fifteen-cent restaurants, and ice­ 
cream saloons, while the nickel is in more 
general circulation than it is at Sacra­ 
mento. 
The jieople of your city no doubt re­ 
member Prof. K zra Carr, ex-State Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction. 
H e came to 
this county some three or four years ago 
and purchased forty acres of land"near the 
town of Pasadena, paying therefor $3,CXX). 
Some two m onths ago tie sold ten acres for 
$50,000, and 1 understand bas a standing 
oiler for the other thirty acres of $100,000.
